Sand Not So Good 
To Extinguish Fire 
In Gasoline Engine 





Fire, said to have been started 
when gasoline was ignited by the 
backfire of an engine ona con- 
crete mixer at the yards of the

The gasoline tank on the mixer 
had just been filled and, when an 
attempt was made to start the 
engine, backfire suddenly set fire 
to gasoline which had run out of 
the flooded carburetor, it is re- 
ported by Fire Chief J. W. Voth.
